COLT LIFTS WIDOW’S MORTGAGE. 



Following the winning of Tuesday’s two-year-old 
rai-e at Taiii|»a hy Ortega, the Tampa Tribune 
lii'inteil the following interesting statement: 

••When the news trickled into a small town up in 
Virginia yesterday aflermsm that Ortega. .1. T. 
'remple’s smart t wie.verr-ohl. had won the first race, 
the sun shone for the first time in many months in 
one iiumlde home. Sired by one of the most remark- 
able lairses that ever felt the racing frenzy crowding 
through his veins in a streleh duel, this iult ran 
a wonderful race, one well worthy of his illustrious 

Sidney Lucas. In the running a home was 

savi*il. a iioverty-slricken widow was fri*i*d from 
debt and in a few days the mortgage that has hung 
over her one |iossi'ssion on earth will be raisi'd. 
The horse was entered In Temple’s name. Before 
eoming to Tampa the animal was turned over to him 
by a woman living some distance from his home 
near Kichiiiond. Fire had destroyed the sawmill, 
i-ladera killed the stis-k and the iult was the last 
thing left. Teiiiole ioaned the woman $7. and later 
"ave ber addiliiHial mone.v and agreed to race tin- 
hiirse fi>r her. The iult won at lO to 1 and there 
was a snug wager down on iier in handlsioks. Temple 
said last night, when asked how much he cleani'il 
tip. with a knowing look: ’Well. I guess thi're’ll 

la-'eiHiugh to pay off that mortgage.’”

LOUISVILLE STABLES FILLING RAPIDLY. 

Substantial Evidence of Approach of Kentucky Rac- 
ing Season — Waldo’s Half-Brother an Arrival. 

Louisville. Ky.. March 4. — That the racing season 
in Keiitiick.v is rapidly apiimachiiig was hrousht to 
mind yesterday b.v the arrival of many horses at 
Churchill Downs ami Douglas Burk. Most of them 
came from .liuirez. Jacksonville and Tampa, where 
they have bis'ii racing during the winter and more 
will arrive with each passing day until the Ken- 
tiick.v meeting oi>ens. 

Tlie big racing string of the rovington turfman. 
J. B. ResiM'ss, with Frank Resiiess. brother of the 
owner of llick Welles, in charge, arrived yesterday. 
There wi're nineteen horses in the bunch. They 
occHli.v their old barn on the southern side of the 
Churchill Downs track. 'I’he long stable is closed 
in on the northern exiaisure and was the winter 
home of the Resiiess horses last season. 

All the siars of the Resiwss stable are in this ship- 
ment, the big hunch being headed b.v the two noted 
four-year-olds, Wintergreen and 'rurley. the former 
of which was tlie Kentucky Derby winner of IfiOfi. 
Wintergreen has s|iread out and improved lum-h 
since he quit racing in the east last season and is 
exjMH'ted this spring to return to the splendid form 
which niarkeii his running iiere last May. when he 
was goial enough to earn a victor.v in the Derliy. 

Res|M'ss will point Wintergreen es|iecially lor the 
t’lark Handicap at Churchill Downs ami the Inde- 
IK'iideiice Handicap at Laloiiia, and he does uol hesi- 
tate to say that he ex|H'cts him to make a giaal 
showing ill those two imiKirtaiit events. Turley is 
a grand-looking four-year-old and some gisal judges 
liold him in higher regard tlian they do the IbIKl 
Kentucky Derby winner, his stable eom|ianion. 

Frank Respess says Turley has always been a 
hard-Inck colt and that if he ever breaks his •’lioo- 
disi.” he will win frequently. Resjs'ss has some 
useful three-year-olds in his string, but nothing this 
season of l*erb.v clas.s. Ills two-year-olds, however, 
are firomising and several stake-winning prospects 
are in the collection. The Respess string will be 
housed at the ba.'al track until the winduii of the 
coming spring meeting of the New Ixmisville Jockey 
Club next June. 

'I’he string of J. R. Wainwrlght. in charge of Fred 
Lnzader. has also arrived from Juarez. Dr. Waldo 
Briggs. John E. .Mc.Millan and Bosiiig are among the 
dozen members of this big stable, which also em- 
braces a bunch of promising two-year-olds, the bulk 
of which are yet to race. All the horses in tlie 
Wainwrlght string will remain here to the end of 
the Louisville spring meeting. 

Captain J. T. Williams has engagetl stall nxim at 
Douglas Bark for eight horses, and the veteran turf- 
man will move his string here tomorrow from his 
farm In WisMlford County, near Spring Station. His 
son and chief trainer, *:Wink” Williams, will have 
the stable in charge, having returned to Kentucky 
from Floriila, where he had been racing some liorses 
tin* past winter. .Most of the liorses Captain Will- 
iams is sending to Douglas Bark are -two-year-olds, 
and the star of the eolleetlou is a half-brother to 
tlie Kentucky Derby favorite, Waldo, b.v jlarry Her- 
mann. Ca|itain Williams dues not train his young- 
sters as yearlings severely, but last fall he worked 
this eolt sutticieiitl.v to know lie was a good racing 
pros|M*ct, and it would take a stiff price to get 
Waldo’s half-brother from the man who has saddled 
Shell great horses as Vera Cruz, Checkmate. Joe 
C<ilton, Bliil Finch and Ram’s Horn. Captain Will- 
iams has aismt reinvered from his late severe attack 
of illness, but is still weak. Ill earl.v winter, in a 
canvass lie then made for iirisoii cuminissioner, he 
exposi-d himself. 

••.\fler all,” he said .veslerday. “when 1 went 
over the situation carefully, 1 concluded I was gel- 
ling tiMi old to meddle any more in iiolitics and so 
drew out of the race. I found out If I iiiiiided m.\ 
own business prop'-rl.v and Itsiked lo m.v own inter- 
ests as I should. 1 had alsiiit all 1 could do. Horses, 
farm and the turf are m.v s|» ciallies, while politics 
and public life are not in my line. 1 am going to 
tr.v and win another Kcnliick.v Derby with Waldo's 
half-brother. That would Is* as much iioiior to me 
as la-iiig governor of this great state.” 

Jo’.in .Marklein has arrived at Churchill Downs from 
Juarez. Mex.. with the string of horses he owns in 
partnership with his father. J. J. .Marklein. the ex- 
niarketmaster of Ciiiciiinal i. and The Ro.vul Briiu-e. 
lanly Esther, 7V. X. lyeach, Ih'iiu Brunimel and other 
iiienilH'rs of the stable are now quartered here. Tin- 
•Marklein stable will remain here to the end of the 
coining sjiring meeting, and it is no weret that the 
firm is hot after the t wo-.vear-old stake events to 
1 m' dei-ided here. It has under inver. it is said, 
even a la'tter Iwisyear-old than The Royal Brinee, 
though the latter was one of the eracks at Juarez. 
It is surmised that the youngster is a colt by Star 
SIsMil. out of Birch Bro.Mii. The latter is a mare 
bred, raised and raced b.v J. R. Kis'iie. She is a 
daughter of Ben Brush, the sire of Delhi. Brisim- 
slick and Sweep, and is mit of the English-bred 
daughter of Dutch Skater, .Maid of Iforsct. 'I’his 
coll is Birch BriMUii’s first foal. John .Marklein Is 
training the coll in partnership witli his breeder, 
bookmaker Charles Bowman, who owns Birch BriNun.

Carman Jockey Has a Poor Day at Tampa Track- 
Rain Affects the Attendance. 



Tampa. Fla., March 4. — .Adverse weatlier conili- 
tKais. coupled with all onliiiary card, were res|Minsible 
for a big slump in the alteridanee and lack of In 
terest in today’s siairt. Heav.v rains prevailed dur- 
ing the morning hours. The sandy surface of the 
track, however, absorbed the moisture wonderfiiU.v 
and the goin.g was fairl.v gooil. Fncertalnt.v alsint 
the uiud-running ability of most of the starters 
limited the betting and the ring quit loser. Jiakey 
Fain disappointed his big following by poor saddle 
work. Dll Lois Cnvanagh he was astride much the 
best of the starters eouiiieting in the elosing dash, 
but Clasiier outnaie him on Water Lake. 

In addition to winning with tlie last named Glasner 
scored suci-esses on Malta in the si'cond and Sorrel 
'fop. His other mounts, Biink.v ami Uncle Jim, 
finished second ami third in their respective races. 
'Hie iniblic liegaii the afternoim auspiciously when 
.'tan Brlnio. laicked from « to -5 to 4 to 3. took the 
opening dash. R. i'. Carman’s Nattie Bunipiio was 
favorite in the second and failed to place. Alalta 
winning in a sharp drive with the suddenly improved 
Oesa. 

Me.Andrews won the third as his rider pleased'. 
Tlie running of the fourth race was atteiiikal by a 
surjirising improvement in Dr. Cixaik. In a prior 
start, when rldilen by J. Deimisoii, he made a poor 
showing. Under Koerner’s handling he was ttalay a 
sharp factor and bi'at all but ttorrel Top. Merry 
Gift was aided to victory in the fifth by good racing 
luck, for had not Glasner on Buiik.v been forceil to 
pull up at the start to keep from falling the Will- 
iams till.v would have lieen !lM.'uten. 

-M. Burton. .M. Kngelking and J. T. Temple will 
ship their strings at the close of the meeting to 
Jamestown for the racing that will 1 k> inaugurated 
there April 1. 

Eilward Trilie. who is at present chief assistant 
to starter Dade, has been appointed starter for the 
Ben.sacola meeting. W. W. Lyle has accepted the 
presiding judgeship. The date for the oiienlug of 
the meeting has not Ix'en fully decided on. but it is 
thought that the Bensacola promoters will not be- 
gin until after the close here.
